LINDSAY IN HERRIOTI'S WOOL

He Again Demands Payment for the List
Fuarntshed the Mercantil - Appraiser,

An sppeal was filed in Common Pleas No.
1 yesterday in the case of Robert H, Lind-
«av, of the City Assessor's office, agninset
William F. Herriot, Mercantile Appraiser.
The appeal was taken by Herriot from the
jndgzment given by Alderman Raflerty in
favor of Lindeax for £95 The enseisan
odd ome. Lindsay’s statement is to the
offeei that Herriot was in the City Asees-
sor's office one day after his list of the ap-
vraisement had been advertised. Lindsay
=ard to him that there were- 500 names not
on the list, and asked him what he wounld
=ive if he wonld furnich him a lot of names,
Herriot replied that he would give him 25
cents & name, or half of what he received.
Lindsay asserts that he sent Herriot a list
of 500 names, but that all he ever received
was 83,  He sued for the balance and ob-
1sined the judement for $935, from which
Herriot anpealed.

Herriot's story is to the effect that he
agreed to pay Lindsay for the names he fur-
nished ti:at were noton the appraiser’s list
Lindsay sent him a list of 250 names, which
he compared with the published list intend-
‘ng to asspss those not on the list. He tound
in the list only 48 aames that were not on
theadvertised list. Iefore the comparison
he had paid Lindsay §i0, or $18 more than
he should have.

The evelution of the
Tartar into a memberof thecivilized sucmt{
of Kurope hus develo diffienlties wit
which the rexources of the Czar's Govern-
ment have not thus far been able to cope to
the eatisfaction of people more advanced in
civilization. The purpose of Mr. Kennan's
travels and investigations in the Russian
Empire was to study specially the exile
system, the most motorious branch of
governmental nbuse; and to inguire into
the causes of the revolntionary feeling in
the region to which the exiles had béen
banished. The exposition by Mr. Kennan
not only awakened profound indignation
throughout Europe and America against the
official methods in Russis, but even
compelled the Ministers at St I’Neu'burﬁ
to attempt denials and defense. Additiona
to the political bearings of Mr. Kennan's
writings is the interest which these volumes
possess because of their graphie descrip-
tion of Russiar iety and maunners and
custoins, as well as of the physical features
of the country, inclnding its scenery, cli-
mate and material resources.

Nothwithstanding 1the protests of Russian
officiels iti= evident that Mr. Kennan's
highes. purpose has been to deal fairly with
all branches of the subject. Those who
were merely introduced to it by hearing his
lectures, or by resding occasionsl articles
by Mr. Kennan in the magazines, will find
this fuller treatment of the topie very in-
teresting.

MT. MORRIS SHOWS UP ANOTHER WELL

The McDonald production dropped 3,000
barrels yesterday. From 56,500 on Satur-
day it went to 53,500. Notwithstanding that
a big well in the fifth sand and one in the
Gordon had been completed, the decline in
the old wells more than offset the new pro-
duetion and the increased outpui in the
welis which were agitated. There are
at least a dozen wells which should
be drilled either into the third or fifth
sands this week and these should more than
balance the decline in the older wells. They
are Jocated in better than average territory,
evdn for the McDonald field. 1t may tarn
out that the fifth sand, under these wells,
which are expected to have abig produe-
tion from that formation, may have been
drained, as is now belicved to have been the
ease in several of the small fifth sanders al-
ready down,

The Gordon sand alse is failing
to hold up as was at first anticipated. The
fact is that with the exception of one or
two spots in this territory the wells have
been located so close together that thesand
is soon drained, and no icular well gets
out enongh oil to pile up a mammoth bank
account-for its owners. The town lot wells
have mven small in the fifth, with less
than f a dozen exceptions, and the
Gordon sand wventures east of the borongh
line are being put down so close together
that they can scarcely be expected to hold
out for amny great length of time, The
